THE COST OF LIVING 


is week by week a topic that is necessarily discussed 
in many households, and just now the prospect of a 
reduction in the weekly outlay of the middle and 
lower classes is extremely distant. Already butchers 
who have raised their prices shako their heads when 
questioned on the probabilities of quotations for beef, 
and purse their lips when reference is made to the 
market rates of mutton. Fruit and vegetables have 
in most neighbourhoods been dearer than they ought 
to be, and far dearer than they would be if honse- 
keepers were not at the mercy of tradesmen, because 
of the fewness and the distance of public markets. 
As a matter of fact, many suburban greengrocers 
have been charging from twenty to thirty per cent 
more for'inferior wares than the prices charged for 
the best articles at the retail shops in Covent-garden 
Market. What will be the case on the approach of 
winter is at present uncertain, but it does not seem 
at all probable that potatoes, carrots, or parsnips will 
be cheap. 


BUTCHER’S MEAT 
will certainly be dear—dearer perhaps than it should 
be if a few people in each neighbourhood would 
make themselves acquainted with the quotations at the 
metropolitan meat markets, and show fight by com- 
bining together to buy whole carcasses, or even twenty 
stone or so of prime joints. It is undoubtedly true, 
however, that during the last few weeks the butcher’s 
trade has not been a profitable one. The fluctuation 
in prices—always * with an upward tendency," as 
the commercial reports say—has made it very difficult 
for the large purveyors to keep faith with their cus- 
tomers; while the little men, with such a large con- 
tingency of spoiled meat during the hot weather, 
have many of them “ gone under” or Бате had to 
borrow money to go to market with. The worst of 
it is that our friends the butchers are apt to take а 
little too much advantage of a rise, and want to 
recoup themselves too quickly ; so that prices in the 
winter, when people consume most meat, are at such 
an aggravating pitch as to force the public to look 
earnestly for some co-operative system which will 
enable them to buy what they want always at a cal- 
сша е rate of profit on wholesale transactions, 
Doubtless the immense convenience of having the 
butcher's boy call every morning for orders—the still 
greater convenience to employés who take their 
salary periodically—of being able to have a little 
red book which the tradesman is willing to 
make up once a month, always leaving a margin 
to go over to the next payment—will effectually pre- 
vent any system of co-operation or the rule of cash 
payments becoming acceptable, where only a small 
advantage is gained in the way of reduced prices, 
Then, “gain, in all co-operative movements mutual 
concessions must be made. Everybody cannot have 
sirloins of beef or best ribs, and haunches and loins 
of mutton. The serags and “ stickins,’”’ the **elods"' 
and flanks, the trimmings and offal, must be disposed 
of somehow, and who is to take it unless all classes 
are admitted to a share in the co-operative move- 
ment, just as the Saturday morning customers are 
succeeded by the Saturday night customers at the 
prosperous butchers’ shops? On the whole we shall 
find it to our advantage to keep the butcher until we 
are all ready to take our money in cur hand and go 
down to the market, with a light cart, there to lay 
іп a week's meat, and even then, unless we nro good 
judges and keen hands at bargaining, we may find 
that waste and cart hire will make a good deal of 
the difference between the prices of Mr. Brisket and 
those of the wholesale dealer—that is, if Mr. Brisket 
has been well looked after and lives in à competitive 


neighbourhood, 
THE BAKER 


is a more difficult person to deal with than the 
butcher now that housewives have lost the art of 
breadmaking, and builders of modern houses think 
they have done everything necessary for a kitchen by 

\ putting a thin-plated, common range into the fire- 
place, with a boiler that lets in the ashes at one sido, 
алд an oven only largo enough to admit a shoulder of 
mutton on Ше other. The bakers in certain neigh- 
= pourhoods seem to be in a league not oniy to keep up 
г prices but to send ous bread that nobody ought to eat 
іп ару large quantity. Coarse, dampish, clayey 
loaves, that will cake together in a mass if you 
eqneeze them, and with dirty crusts like half-baked, 
white tiles; loaves that tell plainly of inferior and 
adulterated flour that will hold water, and yet 
charged for at a price that induces the master of the 
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directly he learns from the obliging tradesman that 
there are two qualities, with only a penny difference 
in the price of a quarternloaf, Having ordered the 
best, it frequently happens that he recognises just 
the same bad characteristics, and soon begins to sus- 
pect either the honesty of the baker or that of the 
man who brings round the cart of an afternoon and 
is во civil to the servant-maid as ho stands by the 
kitchen-window, or hands in the loaves at the garden 
gate, Acombination that would include a builder who 
could run up a good oven and a practical bread- 
maker or two might bring some of the master bakers 
to reason, and, indeed, any notable woman who, 
having first induced the landlord to put a Leamington 
range, or one of the best sort of American kitcheners 
in the place of the oven and boiler failure, that isa 
constant source of waste and disappointment, might 
soon turn out ñ batch of loaves twice a week which 
would be looked for as a treat, and would make 
baking-days occasions to be remembered as days of 
sweet culinary perfume, and, in winter, of grand 
teas, with the accompaniment of a hot loaf. А well- 
made and thoroughly baked home-made loaf renders 
cake almost unnecessary, and as to 
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THE BUTTERMAN, 

his little account would assuredly diminish, for good 
bread will approve itself even without butter, and 
the thin scrape of such rank’ grease as can now only 
be procured at the rate of a shilling or fourteen pence 
а pound would actually spoil its fragrant appetising 
flavour. Of course we all know that since prices 
have “‘ruled high” in the tallow market, the manu- 
facture of butter has deteriorated. For some time 
past most of the butter sold at less than sixteen 
pence a pound has been compounded either abroad 
or in England of tallow, with a flavouring of 
turnips, parsnips, or some other “ grassy” tasting 
vegetables, a little real butter, and a vast deal of 
water beaten in to give it weight. Perbaps the 
tallow would have been more wholesome if it had first 
been cooked, and so have become “dripping ;’’ and 
there may be some people who do not object to the 
flavour of raw “ Russia” if it be good of 
its kind; but, alas! best tallow is now too 
dear to make butter of, and therefore we get 
the inferior sorts. On the whole, it would be cheaper 
to try bacon, which, when boiled and eut in thin 
slices, goes a long way, and may well alternate with 
treacle, which is vulgar, but to many juvenile palates 
not altogether unpleasant. 


HOW TO MAKE ROTH ENDS MEET? 
is, unfortunately, one of the questions which will be 
propounded among the subjects of education under 
the School Board. At present that august assembly 
has done little except to arrest juvenile prowlers or 
neglected street Arabs and haul them before a 
magistrate, that he may send them to schools that 
were established and sustained before the members of 
the board had cut their governmental teeth. One 
other thing they have done, and we shall soon feel the 
effects of their energy in that direction. They have 
made out an enormous demand for preliminary costs, 
for which -we shall all be taxed; so that 
we must dock off something from our children’s 
schooling, or cut a rather thinner slice from the 
Sunday’s joint for the sake of providing funds for 
their ambiguous, and at present altogether uncer- 
tain, experiments. They must вее the colour of our 
money before they will permit us to be dazzled by 
the magnificence of their scheme; and in some 


places— Liverpool, for instance—the computations” 


of what will be required should suffice if they took 
for free education all the children the income of 
whose parents did not exceed £150 a year. How- 
ever, as we must pay for the luxury of having such 
magnates for our pastors and masters, we might at 
least hope that domestic economy would be among 
the subjects taught—in the girl's schools, at least.

WORKING MEN’S SCIENCE COLLEGE FOR 
BIRMINGHAM. 

Мк. Jostan Mason, who has spent nearly half а 
million оп the Erdington Orphanage, near Birming- 
ham, has been seriously ill, but is recovering. He has 
on hand another munificent scheme for the establish- 
ment of a Working Men's Science College in that 
town. А site, which cost £20,000, was purchased 
some months ago in the centre of the town, and, as 
the twelve months prescribed by the Mortmain Act 
have nearly expired, the property will shortly fall 
into the hands of the trustees, and the scheme will 
be at once proceeded with. From the magnitude of 
the arrangements contemplated it is probable that an 
amount equal to the original endowment of the 
orphanage— £250,000—will be expended in giving 
effect to the intentions of Mr. Mason. Accommo- 
dation will be provided for from 150 to 200 students, 
who will be taken from all classes, even the humblest, 
Chairs will be established for the different branches 
of scientific nnd technical instruction, including 
among the latter engineering, building, mining, and 
the application of art to manufactures. 


A FENIAN COLLISION. 


A COLLISION between the police and men supposed 
to be Fenians occurred at Cork on Sunday morning, 
about two o'clock. The police in Shandon-street 
heard shots fired from the direction of Fairhill, in the 
north suburbs of the city. Proceeding thither, they 
met five men, who, on their approach, said, ** Here 
they ате!” and immediately fired into them with 
revolvers. The police, who were armed with re- 
volvers, returned the fire. Their assailants then ran 
атау; but the police succeeded in capturing one, 
who at first refused his name, but afterwards gave it 
as Daniel Sullivan, Skip-lane. А military pouch, 
containing sixteen rounds of rifle ammunition, was 
found in his pocket. One of the constables, on his 
way to the police station, discovered that he was 
slightly wounded. A pellet had penetrated the skin 
and glanced off the hip-bone. The police subse- 
quently turned out, and an hour after the occurrence 
they met three young men on Patrick-hill, whom. 
they arrested, their answers being unsatisfactory and 
their appearance travel-stained. Four of the pri- 
soners were brought before the magistrate on Mon- 
day. Тһе Fenian oath was found in possession of

Mr. Brennan, the subject of the outrage depicted, 
was rent-warner to Mr. George Bryan, M.P., and the 
outrage is attributed to his being suspected of having 
given assistance in determining tbe value of certain 
lands, the property of Mr. Bryan, the rents of which 
were about to be revised, on the expiration of the 
lease held by a Mr. Keatioge, the immediate lessor 
from Mr. Bryan. Itappears that at the last Kil- 
kenny Assizes Mr. Bryan brought an action of eject- 
ment against Keatinge. “The latter held under а 
lease originally granted by the present proprietor's 
grandfather to a Mr. Foley, the term being 
for & fixed number of years and three lives, the 
lives being those of three members of Foley’s 
family. One of these members had emigrated a 
long time since, and had not been heard of for many 
years; а second died a few years ago, and the third 
died recently. The years in the lease had also run 
out, Keatinge defended the action, but being un- 
able to produce satisfactory proof that the Foley who 
had emigrated was still living, he consented to give 
up possession on condition that, in the event of Foley 
being found to be still living, the defendant should 
be reinstated in the possession of the lands. Тһе 
habere on that judgment was to have been put into 
execution by the Sheriff on September 27, trans- 
ferring the possession of the property to Mr. Bryan. 
In the mean time, it is said that several of the 
tenants in possession, who had held land under the 
Keatinge family for many years, were dissatisfied 
with the arrangements expected to be made in con- 
sequence of the change, and that threats, directed 
especially against Brennan, had been uttered. On 
Monday week Brennan had been ‘‘walking the 
lands” with the agent of the property, and 
in the evening, when he left that  gentle- 
man, on his way home he called at the house of 
Laurence Comerford —brother-in-law to his wife—in 
the village of Clough. Comerford’s hay had been 
carried home and made up in the haggard during the 
day, so that, according to the custom of the district, 
there was an entertainment given in the house to the 
workmen and neighbours in the evening. Brennan 
remained at this jollification till shortly before ten 
o'clock at night, and then left to proceed to his 
home, about half a mile off. He had some people 
who had been of the party at Comerford's with him 
along the road till very near the house, when he left 
them to go home by a short cut through a valley. He 
had not long gone when his friends on the road heard 
his cries, and, оп hastening to the spot whence the 
sounds came, he was found lying on the ground, 
cruelly beaten by some persons who had made their 
escape when the others were heard approaching. 
Almost immediately afterwards the police arrested 
two men, named Martin and Henry Boulger, who, it 
is said, are in occupation of land under Keatinge, 
which they hold at a very low rent. 


AN IRISHMAN BEATEN TO DEATH, 


Thomas Keffernan, а respectable farmer, residing 
at Croag, between Cashel and Tipperary, was found 
murdered a short distance outside the latter town on 
Saturday night. It is stated that he was beaten to 
death by two men on his way home that evening. At 
the inquest, on Monday, a verdict of ** Murdered by 
some person or persons unknown” was returned. 
Two brothers named Duggan, and а man named 
Mahony, 8 servantof Viscount de Chabot, who drove 
the deceased on а car, have been arrested on suspicion. 


NEWCASTLE ENGINEERING. 
STEPHENSON’S WORKS. 


The oft-mentioned letter of Mr. Stephenson was 
attended with such good results that our readers may 
be interested in the views we print of the busy works 
of the great engineering firm which bears the famous 
name of Stephenson, and which employed men 
sensible enough to take to heart the hint given in 
Hood's punning verse :— 

A mechanic his labour will often discard, 
If the rate of his pay he dislikes ; 

But the clock—and its case is uncommonly hard— 
Will continue to work though it strikes. 


The Stephenson locomotive-works include the pre- 
mises in Forth-street, first occupied by George 
Stephenson. They were originally very small, and 
all the work had to be done by sheer skill and hard 
labour, for tools were few and simple in those days. 
Gradually these works have so increased in size and 
ability to execute orders that they can now turn out 
a splendid new locomotive engine and tender of the 
largest size every week. They therefore deservedly 
rank amongst the largest engineering establishments 
in England, and they have been, moreover, a school 
for mechanics, who have disseminated in all parts of 
the world the knowledge here obtained. 

The present works are of an extensive character, 
covering a great extent of ground, and contain a 
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large number of all the machine tools now in use for 
forging, shaping, and completing all the parts of 
locomotive engines. First is the foundry, where 
large masses of metal are moulded into shape by 
casting; but the forge іп a locomotive manufactory 
is a far more important workshop than a foundry, 
and here forging is carried on wi n all the care, skill, 
and caution that human mind: ant hands are capable 
of applying to it; for upon the completeness, truth, 
and perfection of material and workmanship of cer- 
tain parts of the locomotive the safety of the pas- 
sengers depends, The engine-whecls, as might be 
expected, are objects of especial care, each being 
built up in separate pieces, and every part carefully 
welded to the other until a perfect wheel is produced, 
the quality of every portion of it being thoroughly 
known, and consequently it can be depended upon 
for bearing the sudden vibrations, strains, and jars it 
must become subject to in running at the terrific 
velocities now attained by some of our express- 
trains. М 

One of our Illustrations of the manufactory is а 
night view of that portion of the forging department 
containing the Nasmyth steam-hammers, which are 
used to hammer into shape the largest portions of 
the engine, such as the crank-axles. The forging of 
large masses of iron was а great difficulty with the 
older mechanics, and numberless contrivances were 
adopted to avoid the necessity of using them. Now 
the most colossal masses of metal are brought to the 
desired shape with as much ease as fifty years ago а 
smith would have made a forging of a few pounds' 
weight. 

The construction of the locomotive boilers, as may 
be expected, is а large and important division of the 
manufactory. Неге the eternal din of **closing 
rivets пр” is constantly maintained. Material and 
workmanship are here even more important than in 
the manufactories for the wheels. The boilers are 
constructed of plates of the finest iron, carefully 
riveted together, and afterwards subjected to the 
most severe tests. For the quality of this portion of 
the engine the Stephenson manufactory has always 
borne the highest character—the principle upon 
which it is constructed, as well as its form, having 
been given to it by the celebrated founder of the 
establishment. 

Our other Illustration represents, as well as a wood 
engraving can render such a subject, a portion of the 
lathe and tool shop. Thereare machines and tools of 
every kind for turning, boring, cutting, slotting, 
drilling, planing, and shaping pieces of metal into 
every conceivable form. Their variety is astonishing, 
and they are packed so closely together that a-stranger 
is unable to distinguish the crowd of mechanical con- 
trivances, although he may look upon one of these 
workshops as а person ignorant of geography may 
look upon a map of a continent and see nothing but 
а mass of confused lines. Yet there is no real con- 
fusion. Every separate part is busily engaged in 
producing a separate portion of an engine, without 
which the grand result, a noble locomotive, would 
not be perfect.

A STRIKE OF CUTLERS. 

We understand that the Razor Grinders’ Union 
held their quarterly meeting on Monday evening, and 
it was decided, viewing the great dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed by a portion of the members of the union, to 
attempt a rectification of the rates of wages. The 
present rates of payment are much lower in a great 
many cases than the men consider they have a right 
to expect, and in such cases notice has been given for 
an advance. The meeting was adjourned for a 
month to await the result. The razor smiths have 
also made a demand for higher wages. They desire 
an advance of 6d. per gross, which is equivalent to 
about 64. per day. Тһе scissor filers, forgers, borers, 
and makers have also held a meeting to re-form their 
trade union, which was dissolved some time ago, and 
resolved to take steps to obtain an advance.

THE NEW YORK FRAUDS. 

The New York Times has made public the most 
shameless frauds, and in doing so deserves the grati- 
tude of every true American. Such items as half a 
million sterling set down to plastering the County 
Courthouse ; as £60,000 for carpeting the same build- 
ing; as £500,000 for printing and stationery, and 
other sums in the same proportion, tell pretty ex- 
actly, as well as forcibly, what becomes of a large 
proportion of the £6,000,000 a year of municipal 
taxation to which the New Yorkers have deemed it 
worth their while to submit. Facts of this character, 
thoroughly authenticated and ruthlessly exposed, 
could not fail of making a deep and painful impres- 
sion upon the minds of the bankers, merchants, and 
tradesmen of New York. The scandal was too 
flagrant to be put up with any longer. A public 
meeting at Tammany Hall, more largely attended by 
the'influential classes than any political meeting has 
been within memory, solemnly denounced these 
frauds, and appointed a committee to take steps for 
bringing home retribution to the perpetrators of 
them. 

The New York Ring is now discovering to its cost 
that the citizens whom it has betrayed and plundered 
for years past are terribly in earnest, and that the 
day of reckoning—too long delayed—has at last 
arrived. Judge Barnard has confirmed and made 
“ perpetual” the injunction which he had previously 
granted against the Corporation. The effect of his 
judgment is to restrain the city government from 
issuing fresh bonds, or levying new taxes, or paying 
away moneys—except for certain necessary pur- 

oses—until the charges against the officials have 

en fully investigated. Thus adequate guarantees 
against both the past and the future misappropria- 
tion of the civic funds have been obtained in a quarter 
where formerly an opposite decision might have bcen 
anticipated. 

The New York papers give details of the progress 
of the inquiry into the city frauds. According to 
the New York Herald, “we have a remarkable and 
scarcely credible statement from the plaintiff in the 
city injunction case, to the effect that Connolly has 
placed in the hands of the committee of seventy 
proofs which established his own criminality and that 
of other members of the Government, and has pro- 
mised to make restitution of all he ‘owes’ to the city 
out of his private fortune.” Sweeny and Tweed, the 
other parties implicated, seem disposed to throw in 
their fortunes with Mayor Hall, but are in great 
uncertainty and alarm. Meanwhile, the writer of the 
City article in the Times remarks, it is important to 
notice that Messrs. Gould and Fisk seem to ride the 
storm with perfect unconcern, still retaining their 
hold on the Erie property. the condition of law in 
the United States being apparently such that in this 
case, even with all the aid of the recent revelations, 
nothing can be done on behalf of the foreign share 
and bondholders to obtain even an interim protection 
for their property. In the money articles of the 
latest New. York journals the recent rise in Erie 
shares is described as the result of “a cunningly 
devised scheme” on the part of Fisk and Gould, 
assisted, it may be assumed, by their colleague, Mr. 
Tweed, to restore momentary confidence until it may 
be desirable to turn round and sell at the en- 
hancement,

THE PRAIRIE DOG. 


Тнтв curious denizen of the Zoological Gardens 
belongs to the same group of animals as the marmot 


| of the Alps, with which all who have taken a tour in 


Switzerland, or read Tschudi's or other descriptions 
of the ** Alpenwelt,’’ are probably familiar. Séveral 
other marmots are found in North America; and 


| these animals are, іп fact, abundant in the higher 


and more elevated districts of the northern parts of 
both hemispheres. "They are properly classed in the 
family of squirrels (Sciuridz), and are really not very 
distantly related to the well-known squirrel of this 
country, although the modification of structure, which 
adapts them for a life upon the ground instead of in 
the forest, renders them somewhat, dissimilar in out- 
ward appearance. The prairie dog, as the hunters 
have named it from some fancied resemblance between 
its chirping cry and a dog's bark, lives in large com- 
munities in the boundless prairies of the Far West. 
Dr. S. W. Woodhouse, who was attached as naturalist. 
to the expedition for the survey of the Zuni and 
Colorado Rivers sent out by the United States' 
Government, under the command of Captain Sit- 
greaves, in 1852, says that one of their “dog towns,” 
8s the trappers call them, passed through in Texas, 
must have been thirty miles in extent. Through- 
out these the burrows of these animals are situ- 
ated at nearly regular intervals—about twenty or 
thirty feet apart. Their inhabitants sit at the en- 
trances of the holes and keep up ап inces- 
sant chirping, at the same time jerking their tails. 
On Ше approach of danger they retire **indoors'" 
with such rapidity that it is difficult to secure them, 
as, when shot at, they always manage to tumble into 
their holes and disappear far underground. Their 
nests, placed at the extremity of the burrow, are 
composed of fine dry grass compactly put together. 
Тһе food of these creatures consists principally of grass 
and insects. 

Two other animals, apparently very ill-assorted 
neighbours, are commonly found sharing the parts of 
the prairie occupied by the prairie dog. Тһе rattle- 
snake often tenants the burrows, and seems to be no 
subject of fear to the former, though it doubtless 
preys on the younger animals. But the most con- 
stant companion of the prairie dog is а small owl 
(Strix hypogeea), which builds its nest in the de- 
serted holes, and keeps “watch and мата” at the 
entrance, like its former occupan?;, “Оп being ap- 
ргоясһей,” says Dr. Woodhouse, “ these birds, which 
are seen standing on the little hillock of earth by the 
edge of the burrows, retire, leaving nothing but their 
heads above the ground. They commence chattering 
and bowing, presenting quite a ludicrous appearance. 
On coming nearer, they either disappear into their 
burrows altogether or skim over the plain for some 
distance, alighting at the entrance of another hole, 
where they again commence their chattering.”

HER MAJESTY’S STAGHOUNDS. 


This Royal pack commenced the hunting season 
on Tuesday last, one of the finest October days that 
could be desired by the brilliant meet. The place 
and time of meet during this month will be at the 
Royal Ascot kennel on Tuesdays and Fridays, each 
day at ten o'clock. "Through the energetic manage- 
ment of Mr. Harry King, the Royal huntsman, both 
horses and hounds are in first-rate condition. The 
pack comprises forty couples and a half. The first 
public meet will be, as usual, at Salt-hill, Slough, on 
the 3185 inst. The noble master, the Earl of Cork, 
will hunt the pack this season. 


LONDON ROWING CLUB. 


Saturday last saw one of the most exciting races of 
the season, The twelve-oared race of this club, which 
always closes their aquatic year, was fixed to be 
rowed from Putney Aqueduct to Chiswick Eyot; but, 
owing to an exceedingly high tide, the umpire’s 
steamer was unable to pass through the wretched 
structure that does duty for a bridge at Putney, and 
had to wait below bridge until the tide had fallen 
sufficiently to allow it to pass through. The race was 
therefore ordered to be rowed from Chiswick. 

Both crews having taken their stations, a level start 
was made by Mr. Layton (the president). Mr. Ryan 
immediately began to show in front, and in the first 
200 yards appeared as though he was going to win 
easily; but at the Point, Routh, by a fine spurt, 
brought up his boat on level terms, and, from this 
point to the bridge, maintained his position. Passing 
through the bridge Routh’s boat was a quarter of a 
length ahead ; but Ryan, spurting at the Soapworks, 
again brought the two boats оп even terms. Here 
his coxswain rather bored Routh inshore, and a foul 
seemed imminent. Routh’s coxswain, however, gave 
way, losing them fully halfalength. By dint of 
hard rowing they were again level at the Crab Tree. 
From here to Craven Point both boats rowed stroke 
for stroke, the pace beginning to tell on more than 
one man in each crew. On nearing the boat-houses 
Ryan’s crew began to show with a slight lead; but 
opposite the London Rowing Club, Routh settled 
down for his final effort, obtaining opposite Sim- 
monds’s an advantage of fully half a length. Here 
Ryan made a brilliant spurt, and landed his crew 
first at the dummy by barely a quarter of a length, 
thus finishing one of the most closely-contested races 
the club has had. Mr. James Layton subsequently 
presented the prizes to the winners in the club- 
room. 


PRESENTATION TO SADLER. 

On Friday se'nnight Joseph H. Sadler, of Ted- 
dington, who formed one of the Winship four-oared 
crew during the late American rowing tour, was 
entertained at supper at Mr. W. Blakey’s Adelaide 
Hotel, Newgate-street, Newcastle, by James Taylor, 
Robert Bagnall, and Thomas Winship, his colleagues, 
and a few friends. 

Mr. James Wilkinson presided, and proposed, with 
great pleasure, “Success to Winship’s crew, the 
victors at Halifax Regatta.’’ Іп doing so healluded 
to the rowing of the crew at Saratoga and other 
places, and explained that the travelling about from 
one regatta to another had completely knocked them 
up, and the change of water and diet assisted to put 
them completely out of sorts; indeed, they brought 
home a certificate from three eminent medical men at 
Quebec stating that the men were suffering and 
unfit to row either at Saratoga or Longueil. Taking 
into consideration, however, the fact the crew won 
£1050, they had had a most prosperous trip, although 
not a very pleasant one. Both Taylor and Winship 
replied. 

The chairman next rose and proposed the health of 
Joseph H. Sadler, and at the same time presented 
him with a gold watch and chain and а purse of gold, 


in which the Thames oarsman was held by the other 
members of Winship’s crew and a few friends in 
Newcastle. He hoped that the watch and the re- 
cipient would always keep good time, and that the 
brooch would remind Mrs. Sadier of her husband’s 
victory at Halifax. The watch bore the following 
inscription :—‘* Presented to J. Н. Sadler, by his 
Newcastle friends, as а mark of esteem and іп com- 
memoration of his achieving a victory as champion 
at Saratoga, Sept. 11, 1871,” 

Joe Sadler, in reply, returned his sincere thanks 
for that the first handsome present he had ever 
received. Being a London man, he had always done, 
and would continue to do, his best for the Thames; 
but if ever he was called upon to take an oar upon 
the Tyne all present might rely that he would row 
his hardest to win. He had been tempted twice 
during his rowing career to lose races, but fortunately 
he had had the strength to withstand the temptation, 
and he hoped he would always be able to do so 
(cheers).

This bracing pastime rivals cricket 
and swimming in popularity with Eton lads; and 
the closeness with which the game is fought out is 
evident from the fact that the opening match last 
Saturday ended in a tie. At the Oval and on other 
metropolitan grounds to-day football-matches are to 
be played ; and for exhibitions of agility, muscle, and 
gameness these trials of strength are not to be 


surpassed.

“(Golden Grain” is the title of the smart little 
ballet entertainment with which the Harvest Fétes 
are this year opened at the Crystal Palace. Robin, 
who is a fascinating orphan, is in love with the 
farmer's daughter; and the Storm Demon, who is 
very much the reverse, is smitten with a similar pas- 
sion. Phyllis, the farmer's daughter, naturally pre- 
fers Robin; and the jealous Demon, out of spite, 
determines to spoil the harvest. He is thwarted, 
however, by the harvest fairies, headed by their 
Queen, and the struggle between the good and evil 
influences brings out all the effects of the piece. 
There is & smiling corn-field where the good fairy is 
in the ascendant, and а storm which threatens to 
blight everything, where the demon in turn has the 
best of it. The dramatis persone, however, dance 
gaily through every difficulty, and finish with a 
round dance to the air of “АП among the barley." 
The scenery of the new piece is very pretty and
